[Text] Africa is substantially endowed with mineral resources whose exploitation 
is however hampered by financial and other limitations. In this interview with 
Correspondent Christopher Magola, Tanzania's Minister for Minerals, Ndugu John 
Malecela comments on efforts being made by African countries individually and 
collectively, to overcome those limitations towards promoting the mining industry. 


Q:— The first Regionai 


Conference on the develop 


ment and utilisation of 
Mineral resources in 
Africa was held in Arusha 
a few months ago What 
prompted Africa to hold 
such a Conference? 

A:— The Conference held in 
Arusha is a step to achieve 
the preliminary. studies 
relating to the appraisal of 
known African mineral 
resources and their present 
development with proposals 
as to how best they could be 
developed to meet the needs 
of the region. 

The time has come when 
Africa should assess its 
mineral resources, review the 
present status of its develop- 
ment and identify existing 
weaknesses; endeavour to 
pursue the appropriate 
policies and action prograrm- 
mes which would strengthen 
the contribution of the 
mineral sector to the socio- 
economic development of the 
African region. 

Q-- What was the outcome 
of the Conference 


especially on how the 
mining industry can play a 
major role in the economic 
and social development of 
African countries? 

A:— As a result of the 
meeting, the focus on mining 
industry was very much shar- 
pened. It was recommended 
that technical knowledge of 
Mineral Resources be built up 
to form a base of Mineral 
Resources Development in 
Africa. In view of this, state 
geological and mining services 
should be reviewed in order to 
advance geology-minin 
activities to be enphasi 
should be the study of new ap- 
proaches fo bilateral and 
multilateral technical 
assistance; consider the state 
geology-mining services as 
part of the basic in- 
frastructure; prepare to 
facilitate research, evaluation 
and development of mineral 
resources, the basic thematic 
maps (geological, 
metallogenic, geophysical, 
geochemical etc.); accumulate 
all the available data and 
evaluate them in accordance 
with the United Nations 
classification; collection, 
preservation and proper ust 
of documentation; taking of 


appropriate steps to exchange 
geological, technical and 
economical information at 
different levels of centres 
(state, sub-regional and in- 
ternational) and the use of 
remote sensing data for basic 
geological research. All these 
are but guidelines recom- 
mended by the meeting to the 
African countries. 

Q:— Was a policy on 
African mining industry 
formulated? If such a 
policy was formulated can 
you give some details? 
A:— The Conference, an 
policy issues, recommended 
that all the countries in the 
Africa region are charged 
with the responsibility of im- 
plementing the recom- 
medations of the conference, 
ie. Building up of Technical 
Knowledge of the Mineral 
Resources Base; Development 
of National and Multi- 
national capabilities for 
mineral extraction and 
processing and for marketing 
of mineral products; protec- 
tion of the environment and 
implementation and follow up 
action. 

Q:— You were the leader of 
our delegation to the Con- 
ference. What was the con- 
tribution of Tanzania, the 


host to the Conference? 
A:— The government of the 
United Republic of Tanzania 
as a host made available at its 
expense the premises, equip- 
ment, utilites and stationery 
supplies for the conference. It 
also made arrangement for 
hotel accommodation for the 
participants (payable by the 
participants themselves). The 
participants were availed 
transport during the period of 
the conference at the govern- 
ment’s expense. The Govern- 
ment also accorded protection 
to ensure smooth and efficient 
functioning of the conference. 
Q:— Most minerals in 
Africa are exported in the 
form of raw materials. Was 
there any agreement to 
reverse this trend so that 
minerals could be 
processed in Africa and be 
exported in the form of 
goods or semi-finished 
products? 


A:— The meeting recom- 
mended that African coun- 
tries should now act to 
establish multinational state 
mining, processing and 
marketing enterprises — these 
would in turn develop 
National and Multinational 
capabilities for mineral ex- 
traction, processing and 
marketing of mineral 
products policy. 

Technically it was recom- 
mended that action be taken 
to establish and/or strengthen 
State Mining Corporations by 
providing adequte technical 
facilities and incentives for 
high-quality performance by 
staff. encourage smalle«cale 
mining for mineral ex- 
nloitation and skills needed 


for processing minerals to 
produce finished products be 
developed. 

Q:— Can you assess the 
main minerals of the com 
tinent and the present 
status and development 
trends of minerals ex- 
tractive industry in Africa? 
A:— The region is potentially 
well off in mineral wealth, 
considering that our conunent 
has 97 per cent of world reser- 
ves of chrome; 85 per cent of 
world reserves of plaunum; 
64 per cent of world reserves 


of manganese; 25 per cent of 
world reserves of, uranium 
and 13 per cent of world 
reserves of copper, without 


mentioning bauxite, nickel 
and lead. 
The 1980s decade is 


Africa's decade for Industrial 
Development — thus creation 
at the National and regional 
levels of the proper scientific, 
technical and industrial en- 
vironment necessary for the 
development and expansion of 
the mineral extractive in- 
dustries. 

Q:— How does the present 
geological activities in 
search of new mineral 
resources, distribution and 


evaluatica of new 
discovered mineral 
deposits in Africa look 


like? 

A-— Some bilateral, multi- 
lateral and international 
assistance, hitherto provided 
to African countries did not 
do much in the development 
of the mineral sector. Hence 
to improve the situation it 
was suggested that mineral 
development policies of 
African countries be har- 
monised, multicountry co- 
Operation in all mineral 
development activites should 
be intensified; strengthen and 
establish multinational in- 


stitutions to carry out mineral 
resources development amon 
“African countries; an 
promote increased intra- 
African trade in minerals and 
mineral products. 
Q:— What are the priority 
areas for the present and 
future activities in geology 
and mineral resources 
development in Africa? 
A:— The folling constitute 
the areas of priority for the 
present and future activities 
in gealogy and mineral 
resources development, 
Building up of Technical 
Knowledge of the mineral 
resources base; Development 
of national and multi- 
national capabilities for 
mineral extraction and 
processing and for marketing 
of mineral products; Develop- 
ment of intra-African market 
for minerals and mineral

products; Protection of the en- 
vironment, Manpower 
development, The develop- 
ment of National and in- 
ternationa! mineral ex- 
ploration and mining 
processing equipment in- 
dustries; Research and 
Development and The 
creation of financing, in- 


vestment and insurance in- 
stitutions. 

Q:— Africa is rich in 
minerals but lacks the 
techniques for tapping 
them. What was the 
general consensus .on 
tackling this problem to 
hasten the development of 
mining industry in Africa? 
A:— Conference urged 
African governments to do all 
they can, at all levels, to im- 
plement the recommendations 
of this first ional Con- 
ference on the lopment 
and Utilisation of Mineral 
Resources in Africa. 


Q:-— What are the urgent 
technical requirements for 
mineral resources ac- 
tivities in Africa? 

A:— Today; the most urgent 
technical requirements in this 
sector for Africa would be to 
build up a_ technical 
knowledge base; develop 
national c.d multinational 
capabilities for minera! ex- 
traction and processing and 
marketing of the mineral 
products and making sure 
that the environment is 
protected. 


Q:— Is there any research 
and development of new 
mining techniques and 
processing related to the 
African region? 

A:— The conference was very 
much concerned with the 
research and development of 
the mineral sector of the 
African region. So it was 
recommended that analysis 
be made of industrial 
ereperty rights (including 
trade marks) in parts and 
components, chemical and 
other supplies for the mining 
industry as guides to produc- 
tion and/or negotiations, 
policies/and strategies. 


Secondly Research and 
Development should be 
organised on a multi-national 
basic relating to stan- 
dardization of equipment and 
other supplies for the mining 
industry, with special 
reference to medium and 
small scale mining. 


Thirdly, Regional 
mechanisms should be 
established for monitoring 
trends in technological change 
in mineral exploration, 
mining and processing for 
consideration of the im- 
plications of such change for 
mining in Africa and for 
providing advice to Govern- 
ments and mining companies. 
These activities could be 
undertaken by the three sub- 
regional centres for mineral 
resources development. In the 
Eastern and Southern Africa 
region such a -entre ts already 
established in Dodoma. 
Fourth, studies should he 
made of capital labour mixes 
in exploration technology 
which favour the utilisation of 
hand-held. backpacked and 
other mobile equipment and 
of semiskilled labour. Fifth, 
Studies should be made of 
spatial and other aspects of 
the organisation of national 
exploration and geological 


Mapping services, associated 
with the above. 

Sixth, National = cor- 
porations should be 


estabiished for negotianng the 
transfer and use of imported 
technology. 

Q:— Some African coun 
tries are experienced in 
planning and im- 
plementation of mineral 
resources development 
programmes. Was there 
any agreement to share 
such experience among 
African countries? 

A:— In order that some of the 
African States could benefit 
from others it was recom- 
mended that: 

® Mineral data should be 
disseminated as a means of 
promoting regional trade; 

@ Multi-national co- 
operation should be organized 
in establishing smelting and 
refining capaaty at sub- 
regional level whenever and 


wherever feasible; 

@ The establishment of an 
African association of mining 
and mineral processing 
engineers is recommended in 
order to ensure that ex- 
perience is shared among 
African countries and 

@ The Economic Com- 
mission for Africa (ECA) 
should undertake a study on 
the establishment of a 
regional sub-committee on 
mineral resources develop- 
ment. 


Q:— The experience of 
multi-national mineral 
resources development 
centres and of the 
Geological Society of 
Africa is vital for the 
development of African 
Mining Industry. Now cn 
this experience be widely 
utilised? 

A— It is quite true that 
multinational centres and 
geological societies are vital 
for the development of 
African mining industry. That 
is why much emphasis was 
put on joining the Dodoma 
centre and that governments 
take full interests to see that 
the centre gets their high 
priority. The other similar 
centres were to be considered 
after 1982 — these include 
that of central sub-region 
(1980-81). North and West 
sub-region which will come 
later. 


Q:— What are the 
prospects of the Dodoma- 
based East African Mineral 
Resources Development 
Centre (EANRDC) in 
relation to the African 
mining industry? 

A:— As the name shows, this 
centre is a big prop in the 
development of mining sector 
in this sub-region. So in 
future this centre will co- 
ordinate the Scientific fin- 
dings related to the sector and 
consequently contribute to the 
technical know-how of the 
whole region as regards 
African mining industry. 
Q:— Do you see any need to 
establish an African Multi- 
national Corporation? If so 
how can such a corporation 
be beneficial to African 
countries? 


A:— There is all need but 
time will come for this. At the 
moment it is not quite mature 
because not all African states 
have enough technical know - 
how in this field and many of 
the African states are not ex- 
plored enough; hence meagre 
data for mining industry — 
not enough for preliminary 
take off. 


Q:— The Arusha Con 
ference was attended by 
several non-govern mental 
organisations and othe: 'n- 
ternational agendes. Were 
there any pledges for 
Provision of externeél 
resources for mineral 
projects in Africa? 


A:— In its “Implementation 
and Follow-up Action 
Programme the Conference 
charged the ECA with the 
responsibility to include the 
recommendations in its work 
Programme for 1982-19383 and 
in its medium-Term Pian of 
1984-1989. The above actions 
should establish legislative 
authority for the secretariat 
to mobilize financial and 
human resources (regular 
budget, bilateral and 
multilateral) and proceed 
with the implementation of 
the recommendations. 


Q:— Did the Conference 
reach an agreement on 
massive of conservation of 
miners: resources and en- 
vironmental protection? 


A:— The Conference looked, 
thoroughly, into the aspects 
connected with the develop- 
ment and utilization of 
mineral resources in Africa. 
Ways and means, as to how 
best the region could achieve 
its goals in this important 
field, were recommended. It 
was recommended that 
protection of the environment 
should constitute an integral 
part of exploration, mining 
and processing operations. It 
was further recommended 
that this be included in the 
national mining legislaiion. 
Where large-scale mining and 
mineral processing operations 
could adversely a the en- 
vironment in a number of 
neighbouring countries (eg. 


operations in international 
waters): it was recommended 
that consultative bodies or 
joint co-ordinating organs 
should be established to 
monitor the protection of the 
environment. 


Q>— Back home, what are 
the future prospects of the 
mining induary? 


A:— The prospects of mining 
industry in Tanzania are get- 
ting much brighter in the 
sense that we now have one 
more institution which would 
help us to further the 
Development of the said in- 
ry.

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SPPF HOLDS SEMINAR ON DEVELOPMENT 
Socialist Policies

LAST SATURDAY district SPPF delegates to the one-day seminar on “The Role of the 
SPPF in National Social and Economic Development’ left the Maison du Peuple conference 
room agreeing it had been one of the most enlightening and fruittul exchanges of intorm 
ation and ideas between party members and senior members of the Government. 


Organised at the request of the Ministry of Planning and Development and the De 
partment of Youth and Community Development, the event was the largest of occasional 
meetings. between Government ministers and SPPF branch officials to bring the latter, ana 
through them the party rank and lile, up to date on the progress in carrying out the policies 


of Seychelles’ socialist revolution. 
Today NATION Brings its readers the first of a two-part report of last Saturday's seminar. 
which covered national development and budgeting in the. morning and rural community 


development in the afternoon. 


SATURDAY morning's dialo- 
gue with some 120 aistrict 
party leaders and senior of- 
ficials of SPPF-affiliated bo- 
dies was nothing new to Dr. 
Maxime Ferrari, the Minister 
of Planning and Development. 
Like several other ministers 
whose work closely affects 
the daily lives and welfare of 
the country’s citizens, Or. 
Ferrari has often met branch 


representatives for discus- 
sions. 
After an _ introduction by 


the SPPF Secretary General, 
‘tr. Guy Sinon, who opened 


and closed the seminar, Or. 
Ferrari described the Front 
branches as vital cogs in the 
machinery of state. As such 
it was important that they in- 
Stilled in themselves an eco- 
nomic motivation to be cou- 
pled with the political drive 
the people were increasingly 
showing. 


The Minister and other 
speakers then went on to 
explain how their respective 
ministries and departments 
put into effect the policies of 
the SPPF of which the Gov- 
ernment is the executive arm. 
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The delegates were abie 
to follow the progress of 
a development project from 
its birth in the party's poli- 
cies and through its diffe- 
rent stages of planning, fin- 


ancing, building and even 
maintenance after compie- 
tion. 


“It is vital to understand 
thiat this Government, under 
the guidance of the Frent. is 
doing something extracrdi- 
nary for the country, even if 
there are still things to cri- 
ticise in ourselves and in 





Others, both collectively and 
individually,” Or. Ferrari 
stressed. 


Looking at how the count- 
ry had managed to avoid the 
economic pitfalls that had 
trapped so many other dev- 
eloping nations, he described 
this as a compliment to the 
efficiency and wisdom of the 
Seychellois way of carrying 
out development for the cal- 
lective good of the whole na- 
tion. 

The continuation of this, 
however, would depend more 
and more on each Seychel- 
lois understanding the econ- 
omic importance of his role 
in his country's development. 
Now, more than ever, was a 
time for reflection on what 
we all could do together for 
the nation at a time when 
there were more needy na- 
tions seeking internaticnal 
co-operation and financing. 


“It is time to take stock of 
the difficulties ahead, of the 
Obstacles that remain in the 
path of the revolution and of 
the constraints that may pre- 
vent us from moving as fas: 
as we wish.” 


A sign that success was 
assured, Dr. Ferrari said, 
was the fact that although 
some of the proriises made 
to the people after the June 
5, 1977 Revolution had taken 
longer to carry out than an- 
ticipated, they had, sooner or 
later, been implemented. 


Unforseen difficulties rose 
up now and then putting tar- 
gets and plans behind sche- 
dule, but the wiil and deter- 


mination of all concerned 
had seen things through. 


Mr. Robert Grandcourt, the 
Principal Secretary for Plan- 
ning and Development, liken- 
ed the National Development 
Pian to a ship’s vital naviga- 
tion charts. The Plan ex- 
plained how the people's po 
licies would be carried out, 
when and in what sectors. 


He explained how the plan 
was compiled and its pro- 
jects spread out over five 
years in balanced social and 
economic grcupings. 


Mr. Grandcourt also talked 
of the financial, maintenance 
manpower and material con- 
straints invoived in turning 
the country’s ideals into rea- 
lity. Here exchanges of ideas 
with the SPPF branches were 
important, as the branches 
were in 
with the grassroots of society 
in whose name all develoo- 
ment was Carried out. 


Because of this, the Chief 
Economist, Mr. Emmanuel 
Faure, had gone out into the 
districts last year for con- 
sultations on drawing up the 
Pian. 


Mr. Faure explained to the 
seminar the processes of 
planning. He described the 
National Development Plan 
as being very balanced with 
people knowing clearly what 
they wanted to do, why, 
when and at what cost. He 
also explained the different 
types of work that went into 
planning and carrying out 
a project. 
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Mr. Guy Morel, the Princi- 
pal Secretary for Finance, 
followed with a clear exolan- 
ation of budgeting and fin- 
nancing. 


Budgeting was necessary, 
he said, because while the 
country’s needs were unlimi- 
ted, the resources available

were very limited. A balance 
had, therefore, to be struck 


between revenue and the 
Government's — expenditure, 
making his Department 


something of a financial con- 
troller. 


There were so many things 
to be done that extra care 
had to be taken to keep the 
country’s national develop- 
ment on the right financia‘ 
track. 


“Budgeting is the strategy 
of translating policies and 
plans_ into financial reality, 
costs and expenditure,” Mr. 
More! said. This involved |i- 
miting what some wanted to 
do to give others a cnance to 
progress, too, thus ensuring 
a balanced development in 
all sectors of the economy. 


Mr. Morel also explained 
the technicalities of recur- 
rent revenue and expendi- 
ture, and direct and indirect 
taxation. It was important 
that the people increased 
their productivity if the coun- 
try was to attain a real mea- 
sure of self-reliance instead 
Of depending on foreign fi- 
nancing and co-operation. 


Minister Ferrari joined in 
the call for greater product- 
ivity, praising the will and 
motivation that had allowed 
the nation to achieve so 
much with so little in so 
short a time.

Mrs. Frichot advised branch 
Officials to be extra careful 
in properly explaining to the 
people of their districts the 
importance and benelits of 
development projects to their 
community if they were to 
succeed in getting the peo- 
ple's support and active help. 

At the same time the bran- 
ches had to be sure that 
projects planned were really 
what the people wanted and 
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not something that one or a 
small group thought the rest 
wanted. 

The last speaker of the 
day, Mrs. Marie-Pierre Lioyd, 
is the secretary of the Rural 
and. Community Development 
Committee and one of its re- 
presentatives from the Minis- 
try of Planning and Develfn- 
ment. 

She explained to the semi- 
nar the procedure used by 
the committee in plannina, 
obtaining finance for and im- 
plementing the small pro- 
jects — such as feeder roads 
and reservoirs —- submitted 
by the branches. 

Since most of these were 
self-heip schemes with the 
districts providing voluntary 
labour, and since it often took

Water supplies are not 
treated, oilet facilities are 
unhygienic whereas the mar- 
shes with improper drainage 
provide breeding grounds for 
mosquitoes. 


The clinic itself, mide of 
wood, has fal‘en in such a bad 
state that its labour room is 
no longer fit to allow delive- 
ries.

The two states and nations have auch common cultural, geographical and other sj.milari- 
ties that their relationship could hardly be anything other than brotherly. 


The Gambia with its tiny land area of 4,016 sq. miles as compared with Seneg:1's 
76,124 sq miles and with just over half a million people compared with Senegal's 
5 and half million definitely could do with a confederation with her close ueighbour. 


The Senegalese help in crushing the attempted coup of Kukoi Sanyang in August cer- 
tainly compounded this fact. 


The bigger market so provided for trade, the gains from financial cooperation and 
the new security from integrating the defence structures are attractions that lure 
with forceful effect. 


The Senegalese on the other side of the coin will enjoy the free port facilities of 
Banjul and utilise the more cheaply acquired goods into the expensive Senegalese mar- 
ket that need such lower priced items. 


Both countries will gain from having direct access to two important foreign lan- 
guages--English (Gambia's official language) and French (Senegal's). 


As a Commonwealth country the Gambia has preferential Commonwealth trade and other 
agreements to share with the French community's benefits from Senegal. 


Senegal's President Diouf will head the confederation while Gambia's Sir Dauda 
will be the deputy--fair enough. 
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It is a union that has the hallmarks of future success around it. 


Africa needs such cooperation and unions between its states as fore runners to 
continental unity. 


In the interest of Senegalese, Gambians and the continent generally Senegambia must 
not fail.

President Stevens’ warning to illegal immigrants puts the top to a burning issue 
that simply has to be tackled brazenly in the national interest. 


At a time when many countries in the world are deeply re-examining their immigra- 
tion situation and immigration laws it is of great comcern that we have so many 
foreigners in our midst who entered this country illegally. 


The problems arising from such a situation are myriadic but one basic and immediate 
one is FOOD. 


This is manifest most vividly in Sierra Leone's rice situation. 
Whatever the government does to make rice available, cut down on the price of the 
grain and to relieve tensions on that particular issue is doomed from the very 


start because we plainly have more mouths to feed that the official statistics 
cater for. 
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Immigrants who are here unofficially are not registered and consequently cannot 
properly be entered in the official figures. 


All other sections of governmental work are also affected. 


Buses become too few, houses become insufficient while landlords and land-lz ies 
exploit the invited bonanza. 


Of course, a stranger who lands on these shores illegally already has the trappings 
for a pursuit of crime. 


He is non-existent legally and can strike with devastating effect where it hurts 
the community. 


It is important that we act to arrest this situation at once while we effect bet- 
ter measures *o prevent recurrences. 


If we had seriously adhered to the maxim that prevention is better than cure we 
would certainly not have had the unflattering problem we now have on this issue.

SLLC OFFICIAL EXPLAINS DEMONSTRATIONS

He added th : though the demonstration was banned, yet they held the meeting and 
submitted a. eight point memorandum to government. 


Mr. Kabia told the Commission that on the same day, he received a letter from the 
State House signed by the Secretary to the President acknowledging receipt of their 
memorandum and inviting members of the executive to meet with the President at 3 pn. 


He said after meeting with the President, a committee representing both sides was 
formed to look into their proposals. 


The committee, he said, successfully met twice under the chairmanship of Second 
Vice-President, Mr C. A. Kamara-Taylor. 


Answering questions from Mr. J. B. Jenkins-Johnson, Counsel for Labour Congress, 
he said that at the meetings, the status of Congress was not challenged nor did any- 
one ask them for a bargaining certificate. 


Mr. Kabia said there was a breakdown in negotiations at the third meeting because 
they thought government was not treating them seriously since no minutes were re- 
corded for the two previous meetings and the first point agreed on was not fully 
implemented. 


When asked if there were doubts from any of the affiliated members that Congress 


should not speak for them, he said there were no doubts from any member but during 
the crisis, the Motor Driver Union dissociated from Congress.

WEST GERMANY AGREES TO AID DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS

The projects agrc7d upon for German assistance include the Forest Industries Cor- 
poration in Kenema, the solid Waste Disposal in the Freetown area and the Studies 
Fund. 


In the field of technical cooperation the Integrated Rural Development in the Bo- 
Pujehun area, the training facilities at the Road Transport Corporation, setting up 
of a new training centre at the Sierra Leone Electricity Corporation, the SLBS, 
fisheries at Tombo and assistance to the Central Planniag Unit. 


While in Bonn, Minister Dr Banya held an exchange of views on economic development 
in Sierra Leone and Africa in general with the Federal German Minister of Coopera- 
tion, Mr Rainer Offergeld. 


During a visit to the German Foreign %ffice, Dr. Banya discussed African-German 
cultural relations and economic cooperation with the Minister of State, Mrs. Hilde- 
gard Hamm-Bruecher.

DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE WITH SOVIETS HAILED

[Text] The USSR is developing wide-scale, mutually beneficial economic and scien- 
tific-technical cooperation with the newly-free African states. Foreign trade is 
one of the forms of such cooperation. 


In 1980 the Soviet Union had trade contacts with 139 countries, 97 of which are de- 
veloping, among them the Republic of Sierra Leone. 


From the very beginning bilateral trade relations were built on an inter-state 
basis and are segulated by a trade agreement signed in 1965. It is noteworthy that 
in it both sides granted the most favoured nation status. 


Promotion 


The promotion of trade between the two states is characterised by a steady growth 
of goods turnover. 


In comparison with 1975 in 1980 the goods turnover between the USSR and the Republic 
of Sierra Leone has increased more than 3 times. 


In 1980 it increased more than 3 times. Accordingly, exports also increased 3 times 
and imports more than 6 times. 


Agreement 


What are the goods exchanged by both countries? The USSR supplies Sierra Leone 
with lorries and cars, building materials (cement, glass and so on), quick-frozen 
fish, fabrics, medicines and utensils. It mainly buys cocoa-beans. In 1979 the 
Soviet Union purchased 4,200 tons of this product from its partner. 


Besides, practice shows that there are possibilities to further promote mutually- 


advantageous trade, expand the range of exported and imported goods increase the 
volume of mutual supplies. 
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The businessmen of this young African country are constantly interested in further 
increasing the deliveries of building materials and motor vehicles and purchasing 
other goods. 


The Republic of Sierra Leone, successfully trading in the world market, can also 
expand the range of goods sold in the USSR. ' 


Taking into account all this, an agreement was signed in Moscow in July 1979 on 
cooperation between the USSR Chamber of Commerce and Industry and the Chamber of 
Commerce of Sierra Leone.

No doubt because of this danger, the authorities 
feel it necessary to keep an eye on unions to en- 
sure that nobody tries to undermine or over- 
throw the existing order by a campaign of indus- 
trial action. 

However, detentions without trial and without re- 
course to the courts are neither acceptable in 
terms of the rule of law nor capable of stemming 
the agitation among Blacks for political rights, 
which will continue and get worse until there is a 
new and just dispensation. 

We have spoken out against detentions on many 
occasions and we say again: All detainees, includ- 
ing the latest batch, should be charged or freed. 

As for the question of detentions as a system, we 
quote a comment by the eminent South African 
advocate, Mr Sydney Kentridge, at a protest 
meeting last week: 

“It is noteworthy that in Israel ail detentions for 
security reasons must be justified to a committee 
which is presided over by a judge of the Supreme 
Court and which must include two representa- 
tives of the public other than State employees. 
The detaining authority must lay before that 

~ committee all the evidence on which the deten- 
tion has been based.”

"pseudo" independence of "a part of Xhosaland", which Transkei claims belongs to 
the Umtata government.

MOLASSES FOR EXPORT--South Africa will export about 50 000 ton of molasses this 
season, Pure Cane Molasses Co managing director, Trevor Hill, said yesterday. He 
told Reuters by telephone from Durban that South Africa was forced to import around 
48 090 ton of molasses last year from Mauritius and Swaziland because of a severe 
drought in cane growing areas, which cut the domestic sugar crop by over 22 per- 
cent. Last season was the first time South Africa had imported molasses. Pure 
Cane Molasses is one of four South African distributors appointed by the mills, 

and handles about 85 percent of South African molasses exports, Hill said. Sur- 
plus molasses is sold to Pure Cane's parent company, United Molasses Co, which is 

a wholly-owned subsidiary of Tate and Lyle and exported mainly to Europe and North 
America, he said. South Africa's total molasses output this season is estimated 

at 714 000 ton, against 605 482 ton produced last season, he added. Hill said about 
40 000 tons of molasses had been exported so far this season. However, with 
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domestic consumption rising sharply and projected at around 1,5-million ton annually 
by the year 2 000, against 600 000 to 700 000 ton at present, South Africa could 
become a long-term net importer, he noted. Molasses is used locally for fermenta- 
tion products, agricultural feeds, yeast products and in the chrome industry for 
briquetting waste.

The Minister stressed the 
necessity for both industries 
and RTCs to abide by the new 
system, waming that the 
government would take stern 
measures against those failing 
to do so. 
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He added: “On the other 
hand we expect RTCs also to 
fulfill their obligations by 
paying the industries within a 
reasonable period of time to 
enable them carry on produc- 
tion et 

Ndugu Mchumo explained 
that the credit system, whose 
implementations took effect 
this month, was the best sub- 
stitute to the former system 
whereby RTCs were forced to 
pay to manufacturing in- 
dustries. 


Speaking on the role of the 
BIT, Ndugu Mchumo said 
one of its major tasks was to 
formulate better ways of 
distributing goods and ensure 
that they reached the people. 


_He noted that the present 
distributions system was slow 
and d RTCs to cooperate 
with other public corporations 
in transporting commoddities 
to the villages and vice versa.

Ndugu Mchumo, who 
arrived from Maputo, said the 
co«rdination of sale of com- 
mon exports would include 
cashewnuts, sisal, and tea 
while that of imports would 
include cereals, fertilisers and 
crude oil. 

He said the formulation of 
a joint forcign trade policy 
would lessen the country's im- 
port bills on commodities that 
Tanzania would now te im- 
porting in bulk jointly with 
Mozambique. 

A free trade zone between 
the two countries would ren- 
dev trade transactions more 
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advantageous, particularly to 
the consumer who would pay 
cheaper for his commodity, he 
explained. 

The Minister said: “It will 
likewise he a saving for the 
whole economy depending on 
the number of goods we 
decide to trade in any given 
period”’. 

On bilateral trade, he said, 
the agreement identified 
items that could be purchased 
by either country at reduced 


tariff rates. 

The rates that differ ac- 
cording to the annex o: the 
agreement are: 50 per cent 
rebate on frod products, 80-85 
per cent on intermediate 
products (includes glues and 
adhesives, timber products 
and aluminum products ) and 
6) per cent on consumer 
durables (includes fridges and 
radiators ). 

Agricultural products will 
be subject to a rebate of 70 
per cent, hon-consumer 
durables to 55 per cent rebate 
(includes plasties, umbrellas, 
tyres and tubes), and items of 
particular wunpertance§ to 
economic development 90 per 
cent . 

The last category will in- 
clude insecticides, electric 
cables and wires and capital 
goods such as rai] wagons.

Two bulky beoks on the 
masterplan made available in 
Dar es Salaam vesterday 
reveal that priority for water 
supplies would te given to 
villages with populations 
greater than 3,000. with 
second priority given to ser- 
vice centres and third priority 
to other villages with acute 
scarcity of water. 


On the village water sup- 
plies, the masterplan recom- 
mends that 62 settlements 
would be supphed by ex- 
tensions of the Dar es Salaam 
city supply, eight = by 
boreholes, 100 settlements by 
large diameter wella, 28 set. 
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tlements would be suppiied by 
individual surface water sour- 
ces (rivers and lakes) 127 
from surface water sources as 
part of 14 group village 
schemes and 14 would be sup- 
plied by rainwater catchment 
system. 


Under the plan, a dam will 
be constructed at Kidunda, 90 
kilometres upstream on the 
Dar es Salaam Morogoro 
Road to regulate the Ruvu 
River to enable it meet the 
demand equal to the installed 
capacity of the Upper and 
lower Ruvu schemes and for 
future water demands. 


The Kidunda dam, whose 
construction has been 
estimated to cost 50m/-, will 
have a storage capacity of 160 
cubic hectometres (160 hm3). 
The plan recommends that 
the latest acceptable date for 
completion of the dam should 
be 1987 to avert frequent 
water supply shortage. 


Also under the plan, 30 
small dams will he con- 
structed for livestock 
watering.

The master plan for the two 
coastal regions were prepared 
by a Canadian finn, CBA 
Engineering Limited, at acust 
of 18million/-. The plan was 
presented to Ndugu liassum 
by the Canadian High Com- 
missioner to Tanzana, Mr. 
Kari Johansen. 

“cording to the country’s 
national programme, 
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1,500,000 people should be 
provided with clean water 
each year for the next decade 
to achieve the nation’s target 
by 1991. 

Under the programme, the 
government aims at. havin 
water accessible to the rura 
population at an average of 
400 metres, according to a 
statement issued by the 
Ministry of Water and Energy 
in Dar es Salaam yesterday 
after the presentation of the 
plans.

“Rural electrification is a 
must if the majority of our 
people are to benefit from our 
power programmes”, he said. 


The Principal Secretary 
said the rich hydro electricity 
potential was untapped 


because of lack of know how 
and finance. The availability 
of these and proper planning 
could enable the potential to 
be harnessed and distributed 
to the countryside, he added. 


“As the country is divided 
inte regions and areas, so far 
our electrification program- 
mes foccused mitially on 
regional town centres and 
districts or area headquar- 
ters”, he said. 

All regional headquarters 
now had electricity, he said, 


adding that three district cen- 
tres — namely Kondoa, 
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Njombe and Babati — were 
electrified this year. By the 
end of next year another four 
district towns would get elec- 
tricity, he said. 

‘fe announced plans to ex- 
tend the present power suppl 
grid to form the national end. 
It would be an extension of 


the cuastal grid feeding Dar es 
Salaam, Tanga, Moshi and 
Arusha, he explained. 

Ndugu Janguo said the 
south-western grid would go 
through Iringa and Mbeya 
and the northeastern one 
would go through Dodoma, 
Singida, Tabora, Shinyangs, 
Mwanza and ultimately to 
Musoma. 

“Consideration is also being 
given to providing an ex- 
tention from Dar es Salaam 
to the south-east through 
Lindi and Mtwara", he said. 
The national grid would be 
fed by the Kidatu/Mtera com- 
plex. 

He explained that Tanzania 
could not afford “a 
proliferation’’ of thermo 
power stations in view of the 
rocketting prices of oil, an 
item that gobbles down a tidy 
60 per cent of the country’s 


expert earnings. 

Potential mini hydro power 
sites and the electrification of 
nearby towns and villages 
would therefore be un- 
dertaken, he stressed. 


At the seminar yesterday, 
experts from US-based 
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Westinghouse Company made 
presentations on appropriate 
systems of distribution 
suitable for Tanzania. 


The Assistant Regional 
Director of Westinghouse 
Power Systems International, 
Canada Region, Mr. David 
Langdom, said that although 
most of African countries 
used distribution systems 
developed in Europe, the 
systems developed in North 
America were more ap- 
propriate to the continent. 

The European systems were 
technically different from the 
North Ar >rican systems, he 


added, saying the distribution 
of population in Africa dif- 
fered from that in Europe but 
was almost the same as in 
North _ America where 
population groups are more 
scattered.

Peasants in Iringa Region are recording impressive results in food 
crop harvest and regional authorities are sparing no effort to ensure that the crops 


The Iringa Regional Party Secretary, Ndugu Athumani Kabongo, said in a telephone 
interview yesterday that the peasanis in the region had done their share in con- 
tributing to the nation's food basket. 


So far, he explained, about 
29.249 tonnes of food crops 
have been sold to the 
National Milling Corporation 
(NMC) out of this season's 
CTOps. 

During the same period last 
year, peasants had sold only 
16,70¢ tonnes of food crops 
to the NMC, he said. 

Regional authorities are 
hopeful that the peasants, 
given ali facilities, should 
easily surpass NMC's target of 
buying 35,150 tonnes of crops 
before the current season en 
ding this moath. 

Ndugu Kabongo said since 
the crop buying season began 
last June, by Thursday this 
week peasanis had sold about 
27,448 tonnes of maize; 222 
tonnes of beans; 67,213 ton- 


nes of millet, about 1,447 ton- 


nes of wheat and a negligible 
4 tonnes of paddy. 


However, the Regional 
Party Secretary sa.d not less 
than A000 tonnes of food 
crops were still lying in the 
cso: 4700/355 


villages and that if the NMC 
lived up to its promises to 
bring in the necessary bags it 
would take only two weeks to 
clear it.

The region's requirements 
for bags is about 300,000, but 
the NMC managed to supply 
only 80,000 bags.

Becausx: the long rains are 
expected to start towards the 
end of this month or early 
next month, the Regional 
Party Secretary fears that it 
could damage most of the un- 
cleared crops. 

He appealed to the NMC 
and other concerned in- 
stitutions to speed up delivery 
of bags to save most needed 
food crops for the country. 

Asked if the peasants had 
set aside some food for their 
own consumption, Ndugu 
Kabongo said most of them

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NMC only after ensuring that 
they had enough stock to last 
them until the next season. 

He elaborated: ‘the NMC's 
target was to buy 30,000 ton- 
nes of maize, 614 beans, 283 
millet and 2,270 tonnes of 
wheat and no target was set 
for paddy.” 

Ndugu Kabongo said the 
regional authorities were all 
the time strict about selling 
food crops outside the NMC. 
“We refused a number of 
people and organizations per- 
mission to buy crops direct 
from the villages.

railways godewn for trans- 
shipment by rail to Moshi 
Ndugu Mpavo explained 
that transporters were reluc- 
tant to haul coffee all the way 
to Moshi apparently because 
they were not sure of getting a 
full load on thetr wav back.

Bad roads in the villages, 
he said, were also another fac- 
tor discouraging transporters 
to clear coffee from the 
villages. 

Ndugu Mpayo said tran- 
sporters demanded anything 
up to 20/- per bag of coffee 
brought from the villages to 
CATs godowns at Vwawa in 
Mboz:. 

The manager said out of 
the 8,600 tons of coffee worth 
60,472,937/- bought from 
peasants this season, oly 
3,170 tons had so far been 
transported to Moshi. 

However, TRC authorities 
in the region maintain that 
they have a fleet of heavy load 
trucks capable of hauling all 
the coffee in good time. 

Meanwhile, cotton weighing 
900 tons worth over 4 
million/- bought from Chunya 
and Mbeya districts this 
season may be destroved by 
rains for lack of storage 
facilities. 

The unprocessed cotton is 
reportedly piled up outside 
godowns of the Mbeya In- 


dustries Limited in Mbeya 
town.

DANISH GRANT--Denmark has agreed to grant Tanzania 1,200 million/- between 1981 and 
1985 and will also consider prouding emergency food aid worth 28 million/- this 
year. The Danish grant, which is over and above the loans during that period, 

will be concentrated in the education, health and rural development fields, includ- 
ing water supply projects, with emphasis on the consolidating of on-going projects. 
A statement issued in Dar es Salaam at the end of the Tanzania-Danish Development 
Cooperation consultations says Denmark has given development loans, the most recent 
one of 120 million/- going the sugar and cement industrial sectors. Denmark has 
also agreed with some other donors to coordinate the supply and distribution of 
essential drugs and medicine to Tanzania during the coming years. Cooperation be- 
tween the two countries started in the mid 1960s and since then Denmark has consis- 
tently increased the volume of her assistance to Tanzania which, at the moment, is 
the largest single recipient of Danish aid. The grant agreement was signed by the 
leader of the Danish delegation, Ndugu N. J. Lassen from the Danish Minisiry of 
Foreign Affairs and the Principal Secretary to the Treasury, Ndugu F. M. Kazaura, 
who signed for Tanzania.

GIL SEED CAKE EXPORTING--Tanzania loses millions of shillings every year by export- 
ing oil seed cake with a very high oil content, the Minister for Industries, Ndugu 
Basil Mramba, said here yesterday. Briefing the World Bank President, Mr. Clausen, 
on industrial development in Morogoro Region, Ndugu Mramba said existing oil mills 
in the country did not have the technology with which to extract the maximum oil 
from oil seeds. Facilities for extracting oil through the solvent process were not 
available in Tanzania and ginneries handling cotton oil seeds at their earliest 
stage in oil processing were very old, he said. As a result Tanzania's oil cake, a 
by-product of oil processing, was left with an oil content of about 12 per cent. 
"We are losing millions of shilling by exporting oil cake which has a lot of oil," 
he said. The oil cake could be further processed by using the solvent extraction 
method, he added.

THE recent acts of sabotage in Macambique, 
culminating in the destruction of marker buoys in the 
approaches to Beira harbour, are obviously part of a 
campaign to hamper the movement of goods to and 
from Zimbabwe. 

it has been alleged that the dissidents in 
Mozambique respensible for the sabotage have the 
support of the South African government. There 
haver certainly been reliable reports of sightings of 
South African military aircraft within that country. 

if the South African government is supporting 
internal opposition within Mozambique, and the 
hindrance of Zimbabwe's exports and imports, it is 
embarking on a cynical and dangerous policy of deli- 
berate destabilisation in Southern Africa. 

For Zimbabwe, the routes to ports in Mozambique 
and South Africa are essential lifelines — without the 
free movement of goods into and out of this country 
the economy will founder. 

It might be surmised that South Africa would 
prefer to see Zimbabwe more dependent on its rail- 
ways, and that the increased use of the Mocambique 
system is an unwelcome demonstration of growing 
independence. 

Yet, what has South Africa to gain from unstable 
neighbours? Is the alleged suppori of extra-territorial 
measures a government decision, or the 
manifestation of another secret department running 
amok? 

The Zimbabwe government has never made a 
secret of its detestation of South Africa's political 
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philosophy, but has said it wili not — and realisti- 
cally cannot — take overt action.

MINISTER DESCRIBES MEDIA'S NEW ROLE, RESPONSIBILITY 
Dar es Salaam SUNDAY NEWS in English 22 Nov 8l p 5 


[Interview with Information Minister Shamuyarira: "Mass Media for the People") 
[Text] At independence in April last year, the Zimbabwe Government inherited news 
media structures biased in favour of the minority Rhodesian regime and against the 
interests of the black majority and progressive forces. In this interview with the 
Mozambican News Agency (AIM), Zimbabwean Minister of Information and Tourism, Ndugu 


Nathan Shamuyarira, comments on changes and improvements being made in the field 


for the people's good. 


Q: — In the trenaition from 
Rhodesia to Zimbabwe, 
what were the main 
problems, béth ideological 
and economic, that your 
ministry has had t dea! 
with in the masa media? 
A: — In my ministry we had a 
lot of problems. One of them 
was that the ideological orier.- 
tation of the staff and the 
structures of the ministry 
were geared to serve the 
previous colonialist structure, 
and we had to transform that. 
We have taken a good part of 
a year and a half to work on 
the transformation of the staff 
and of the structures. And we 
have gone a long way towards 
resolving the contradictions 
We had first, and firmly, to 
remove South Afmcan in- 
fluence from the newspapers 
and from the radio and TV. 
And also from the ministry. 
We had South Africar in- 
fluence both in terms of per- 
sonnei and of financial owner- 
ship. Papers were essentially 
owned by South Africa, and 
the news agency was entirely 
owned by South Afmca And 
we had to purge them of 
South African influences. 


This has been the most i.2- 
portant factor in the first 
year. 

The second one, which we 
have not yet succeeded in, is 
to inject Zimbabwean 
thinking into the media, in 
newspapers, TV, radio and in 
the ministry. That is our next 
step, because it is one thing to 
expunge South African in- 
fluence, but another to project 
Zimbabwean ‘hinking in our 
structures and staff. We are 
working very hard on this, 
and we hope in the next year 
or two to achieve success. . 


We could not project a Zim- 
babwean way of thinking un- 
til we had established com- 
plete - peace and order 
throughout the country, and 
until we had established the 
economic priorities which we 
have now established, rural 
development being the most 
important, both in the equity 
and gross document and in 
the Riddell Commission. Now 
that we have set out certain 
priorities, we will be able to 
project our economic thinking 
at the superstructural level. 
Q@: — What underlying 
principles of journalism 
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- you ing to en- 
pA, in this period of 
recons‘ruction? 


A: — We are essentially 
trying to promote two basic 
principles of joumalism. One 

is the freedom of the press. 
We want our journalists to be 
as free as possible to write 
creatively and to write 
positively about our situation. 
The second principle is that 
freedom in our context is also 
freedom from colonialist and 
imperialist influences. Our 
journalists must be com- 
mitted to the new Zimbabwe, 
to the new social and 
economic order so that they 
can write for liberation, so 
that they can write for a 
liberated citizen in Zimbabwe 
and show him the way to 
prosper, to advance the new 
Zimbabwe. These two are 
related issue. We want our 
journalists to be free, and we 
want them to be instruments 
of liberation. 


Q: — Part of the old 
heritage is that the focus of 
the media is very much 
concentrated on Salisbury, 
and to some extent 
Bulawayo, but some of the 





most crucal aspects of the 
traasformation of Zim- 
babwe are going on, and 
have to go on, in the coun 
tryside. t measures do 
you think you can take in 
order to cover that 
property in your media? 
A: — We have taken some 
measures already. We have 
established information of- 
fices in all provinces, and we 
are going to establish rural of- 
fices for ZLANA, the news 
agency, and for the Zimbabwe 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(ZBC). But we could not do 
this before purchasing new 
equipment. We are now in the 
process of buying new equip- 
ment for ZBC which will 
enable them to go out into the 
rural areas to record or 
document the activites of the 
rural population for use on 
the screen. 

I agree entirely with you 
that the media was oon- 
centrated in the cities, 
because this is where the 
European population lives, 
and the previous colonialist 
media was concerned mainly 
with supplying information to 
the Eurepean population. 
They were not really in- 
terested in the rural areas, ex- 
cept for propaganda. They 
sent cinema vans and other 
propaganda material to the 
rural areas. There was no 
need. no desire, on the part of 
the regime to engage in 
dialogue with the rural 
population and tO improve 
their general standards of 
livang, but our government is 
committed to rural develop- 


ment and to really piving the 
rural population a stake in 
the system. 

But you know, in ZBC, for 
instance, we had no equip- 
ment. Througheut UDI 
(Unilateral Declaration of In 
dependence) they couldn't buy 
new equipment, or replace 
old, and we are only now pur- 
chasing the equipment which 
will enable them to go and 
document or reccrd material 
outside. In this equipment we 
will also indude new tran- 
smitters and new booster 
stations so that TV can be 
sent throughout the country, 


and radio can be heard 
throughout the country. That 
is not yet the position. There 
are parts of the country that 
cannot be covered by ZBC or 
radio, and we have to improve 
that. 

Q: — You said that you are 
going through a transition 
to a Zimbabwean way of 
thinking. Now, what 
strikes the visitor is that 
the mass media here, the 
Salisbury-based mass 
media especially, which I 
know better, really does 
not reflect the armed 
liberation struggle and the 
values it created In your 
opinion, is this a reflection 
of a lack of personnel who 
know the armed struggle, 
or is it, sc to speak, a 


negative side of the 
philosophy of national 
reconciliation? 


A: — The two points you've 
mentioned are valid, and in a 
way related. Firstly there is 
the constraint of the policies 
of reconciliation coming out 
of the Lancaster House Con- 
stitution. We are constrained 
by the Lancaster House Con- 
stitution which imposed a 
peace on the country, to which 
we subscribed and to which 
we added the policy of recon- 
ciliation, as a way of har- 
monising the different racial 
and political groups that were 
fighting in the country. 

We felt that it was 
necessary and important to 
introduce and propagate the 
policy of reconciliation, and 
establish an entirely new 
basis on which the various 
groups could be coordinated 
and harmonised and built 
into one nation. And one of 
the imperatives of that is that 
we should not harp on the 
past and what you describe as 
the values created by the ar- 
med struggle and by 
liberation. 


The second factor is, agcin, 
one you've mentioned — that 
we don't have the personnel 
in the newspapers. In ZBC we 
have a number of cadres who 
took part in the war and who 
know the general direction 
and orientations, but we don't 
have cadres at all in the 
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newspapers and in the news 
agency. That is a limiting fac- 
tor, because even if you say 
that because of reconciliation 
we cannot harp on the past, 
you could, in talking about 
the project an ideological 
element, project what I have 
déscribed as new Zimbabwean 
thinking in the present 
situation. The fact of not har - 
ping on the past does not 
prevent one from projecting a 
strong ideological position 
from the present. That could 
be done and would be done if 
we had the cadres. But we 
have a shortage of cadres with 
the skilled knowledge as well 
as the orientation to do this. 
We are going to overcome 
this problem. In the Inst/tute 
of Mass Communication we 
are training a number of 
cadres who are ideologically 
motivated, who understand 
the imperatives of the new 
Zimbabwe much more, and 
who will be able to project 
the new Zimbabwean thinking 
into the newspapers. | agree 
with you that the projection of 
the new Zimbabwe is still 
weak, but it will come as we 
build up the cadres. If you 
read the mass media here 
twelve months ago, it was 
very different from what it is 
now. It will come, and we 
have to go step by step. We 
have taken major steps for- 
ward in the last sixteen mon- 
ths from where we were to 
where we are now, and in the 
next sixteen months we are 
going to take major steps for- 
ward as well. 
Q: — The editor of the Um- 
tali Post was recently 
sacked, apparently for he 


criticism of the presence of 
military’ personnel from 
the People’s Democratic 
Republic of Korea. 
Anything that comes from 
a socialist country is 
“foreign,” and anything 
that comes from the west is 
“natvral.” Would you say 
that that is the kind of 
thinking dominating cer- 
tain sectors here in Zim- 
babwe? 
A: — Yes and no. 

The editorial which was 
written by the editor of the 
Umtali Post — the title was 











“sinister motives’ — we con- 
sidered verv bad. It was the 
imaccuracies and the in- 
flammatory nature of it that 
concerned us very much. The 
arguments that she was put- 
ting forward, or the way it 
was put, was that the Cubans 
are in Angola, the Chinese in 
Tanzania, the East Germans 
in Mozamb.que, the Russians 
in Zambia, now the Koreans 
are in Zumbabwe —- therefore 
there is a red menace, a com- 
munist menace coming into 
the country. We felt that was 
imaccurate in many respects. 
If there are a few East Ger- 
mans in Mozambique, that 
doesn't mean that Mozam- 
bique has been taken over by 
them, or by Russians. 

There are 106 Koreans 
here, yet there are three times 
that number of Briush of- 
ficers training our people in 
the army. She (the editor) has 
no objection to the Briush, 
but she has a very strong ob- 
jection to the presence of 
Moreans. 

She was due to retire 
anyway in December, but we 
felt that she amuldn’t stay 
there and continue projecting 
that South Afmcan point of 
view, that South African 
thinking which says that 
anyone from a socialist coun- 
try presents a red menace. a 
menace to the region. This is 
totally opposed to our own 
view. We want Koreans to 
come here, we have a Soviet 
embassy, we want Chinese to 
come here, as long as they are 
all coming on a friendly basis 
to he’ us. 


And here is also a racial 
element in the editorial that 
also spoke about neo- 
colonialism, saying: why are 
these agents coming here? 
Meaning the Koreans We 
couldn't accept this racism, 
and as a consequence we in- 
dicated to the proprietor of 
the newspaper that that 
woman should be sacked, and 
she was sacked. We will not 
tolerate South Afmcan views 
being injected into our 
newspapers, as I indicated 
earlier. The whole purpose of 
buving the Argus compaty, 


and of establishing the Mass 
Media Trust was to expunge 
South African thinking and 
South African views fre= our 
people. This woman was just 
projecting South African 
views. 

Q@: — How do ym draw the 


line? Zimbabwe is livin 
through contradictions a 
there is an extremely wide 
range of opinion We only 
have te read the reports on 
parliament to see this 
illustrated. Do you have a 
more general policy by 
which you decide what is 
critical but acceptable? 

A: — Yes, we have a general 
policy. We are not afraid of 
criticism. We welcome 
criticism and self<riticism, 
discussion and dialogue bet- 
ween the editors, the Govern- 
ment, the Party, the para- 
statal bodies, the public, and 
so on. But this debate must 
have certain parameters, and 
one f the parameters is that 
the : jection of South African 
thinking and racism into the 
Situation is unacceptable to 
us. But if it is a debate on 
houses, welfare, economic 
system, our directions, 
ideclogical or otherwise, the 
Parry — that’s all mght. 
There is a big debate now 
about a one party state, 
whether there should be a one 
party state or not. That is ac- 
ceptable to use, and we want 
criticism on that. 

There are very clear limits 
to the criticism. Every govern- 
ment does that. Every society 
has got boundaries beyond 
which you ~2nnot go, and if 
you go to the US or Britain 
there are boundaries beyond 


which you will not be allowed 
to go, and the same happens 
here. There are certain things 
we just will not tolerate. That 
is normal, that is how a 
government and a society 
function. 

I want to contest your other 
point, that there is a wide 
range of views here. Not 
really. We travel in the rural 
areas a lot. There is generally 
a very strong and formed and 
articulated point of view of 
the masses, of the Africans in 
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the rural areas who form 90 
per cent of the people in the 
country, and there is a very 
concerted and clear view and 
clear direction as well. 


It is only in the cities, and 
largely in Salisbury and 
Bulawayo, where there hav 
been differences of opinion — 
really between the Europeans 
and the Africans, the 
Europeans represented by the 
Republican Front (RF). Yet 
not all the Europeans support 
the RF. Many of them accept 
the new social and economic 
order — but they have 
limitations too, and they will 
accept the new order only up 
to a point. 


Q: — During the war, the 
Rhodesian apparatus com 
trolled what is called the 
mass media — which 
meant one particular way 
of putting aut information 
At the same time the 
liberation movement, par 
ticularly the Zimbabwe 
African National Union 
(ZANU), was controtling a 
whole different mechanism 
of information, which is 
not normally called “mass 
media,” but is in fact more 
“massive” than the othe 
mass media. So the act of 


reaching independence 
through armed struggle 
created information 


mechanisms. The questions 
is: where are they now? Do 
you have some 
professionals, or _ in- 
tellectuals, or artists, or 
journalists who are at all 
interested in recovering 
this heritage from the ar- 
med struggie, and giving it 
a shape in terms of 
newspapers, radio, TV — 
i.e. the most professional 
mechanisms of mass 
media? 


A: — Yes, we have brought in 
the ones who were in 
Maputo, and some were 
already here. We have a 
definite desire to recapture 
the spirit and thrust of the ar- 
med struggle and make it an 
integral part of the new 
society. You should read a 
book of poems published 





recently by two professors of 
the University of Zimbabwe, 
Zimonya and Kadanyi — 
these poems were all from the 
armed struggle. They in- 
terviewed comrades who were 
in the armed struggle and just 
recorded poem ater poem, 
and that has now been 
published. 


At the university there are 
some young professors and 
certainly students who are ac- 
tive in promoting the culture 
and political objectives of the 


armed struggle. In culture 
there has been a most 
dramatic factor — the 


Chimurenga songs have now 
become the culture of the new 
Zimbabwe. If you go to the 
rural areas, you find people 
singing Chimurenga songs all 
the time. 


But the most substantive 
aspect, the political aspect, is 
that the comrades who were 
with us in the war, who were 
running the Voice of Zim- 
babwe from Radio Mozam- 
bique, were very few. We had 
about ten people on Voice of 
Zimbabwe. They did a very 
good job, ang we brought 
them here and put them at 
ZBC. But there are 300 people 
there. So we put the ten in key 
posts, and they are in a 
position where they can direct 
the policy of ZBC — and they 
are directing tae policy to a 
large extent. 

The objectives of the 
struggle will not be lost, can- 
not be lost, because there are 
enough cadres in the Govern- 
ment. and also in the Party, 
who maintain the general ob- 
jectives. So the objectives of 
independence and freedom 
cannot be lost. 


But I must say that in the 
mass media these objectives 
have to be fitted into new 
structures and new cadres. 
This is what we are 
establishing now. The tran- 
sition has been very difficult. 
We think it will take three 
years of building new struc- 
tures to really project a new 


Zimbabwe, and a new Zim- 
babwe is no more than the 
realisation of the objectives of 
the struggle for independence. 


Q: — With which countries 
do you have the closest 
cooperation in general, and 
also specifically in the 
training of journalists? 


A: — We are training jour- 
nalists ourselves here 
(Salisbury) now in the In- 
stitute of Mass Com- 
munications. I think very few 
have gone to other countries. I 
think we have seat about ten 
to Romania and about five to 
Yugoslavia. But we are 
training 60 here and next year 
we are going to be training 
100. We train our own staff. 
That is why we have 
establishec an institute. We 
are not reaily in a close 
association with anybody. We 
think we can do our own 
training. 


Q: — There is a big com- 
munity of foreign 
correspondents in 
Salisbury. Do yo think 
Zimbabwe is getting fair 
coverage in the foreign 
media? 


A: — We are getting fair 
coverage now, but we had a 
very bad press immediately 


after independence. The 
foreign media gave Zimbabwe 
a very bad press overseas 
because they proceeded on 
two assumptions that were 
both imaccurate. Une was that 
there would be a civil war in 
this country, and the second 
was that there would be a 
mass exodus of Europeans. 
And they fitted everything 
into these two pre<onceived 
ideas. Whenever there was an 
incident here, like robberies 
or so on, or inadents like the 
eruption of violence in 
Bulawayo in November last 
year and again in February 
this year, the foreign press 
would merely say “now the 
cml war has come.” or “now 
the mass exodus of Europeans 
has begun.” 


We tc!d them from the beg- 
inning that the Party was in 
firm control, ‘he government 
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was in firm control. There 
will be no civil war, and no 
mass exodus of Europeans. 
Those Europeans who don't 
accept the new social and 
economic order will of course 
leave, and they will be 
welcome to leave. But we 
believe that the majority of 
Europeans will stay and ac- 
commodaate to the 
new “nena once 
see there is going to 
a peaceful and ordered 
society. The only thing that 
we are saying to them is that 
there will be no privileges 
based on skin colour or 
racism as in the past. The 
man will be taken for his 
work, whether he is black or 
white, and given a job ac- 
cording to his skills, and ac- 
cording to what he con- 
tributes. And one this 
message gets through to the 
Europeans, we are certain 
that the majority ef them will 
stay. That's what we told the 
correspondents. 


Now, because we have suc- 
ceeded in establishing peace 
throughout the country, and 
we have formed one national 
army, it is quite clear there 
will be no more war. There 
has been no mass exodus of 
Europeans and the press now 
knows that they were wrong, 
and they are giving a better 
coverage. But ome of the 
disadvantages is that most of 
the foreign correspondents 
don’t live here, but in Johan- 
nesburg. They come here once 
a month for a week or so, and 
they go back to South Africa. 
About half the correspondents 
here are also covering South 
Africa. They come here with 
the image they get from the 


South African press — which 
is not friendly to us, as you 
know. They come with that 
image and they project it tn 
their news stories. 


In the past, the regime had 
a very closed censorship and 
they expelled many jour- 
nalists from here. We have 
mot expelled anyone, een 
those who have written the 
most negative stories about 
us. But we are going to 
tighten up on the foreign 





correspondents because many 
of them just continue to write 
iMaccurate stories and 
negative stories to create 
negative opinions about us in 
the minds of their readers 


overseas. 
Q@: — Does you ministry 
have any concrete 


programme to involve the 
newspapers, TV and radio 
in the wider struggle for 
literacy? “We are going to 
have a channel on TV and 
radio which will be _en- 


tirely devoted to 
education.” 
A: — Yes, we intend to use 


the newspapers in support of 
the Ministry of Educaton in 
promoting literacy throughout 
the country. We are going to 
have a fourth channel on TV 
and in radio which will be en- 
tirely devoted to educaton. It 
is coming into operation by 
the middle of next year and 
we are now busy preparing 
programmes devoted entirely 
to education throughout the 
day — adult education, schoo! 
education and skills that can 
be taught on radio and TV. 


We are already thinking of 
doing some vernacular papers. 
We have the Peopie’'s 
Weekly, which is a vernacular 
paper, now. But we want to 
do some vernacular papers to 
disseminate in Shona and S- 
Ndebele in the provinces and 
im rural areas. 


We also want to involve the 
Dapers in the wider struggle 
for the liberation of Namubia 
and South Africa. We are 
already using a lot of material 
which we get from South 
Africa about the ongoing 
struggle there. and we are 
already using material from 
Lusaka, from the liberation 
movement. But we intend to 
use Mluce Material and *o use 
our papers and our media to 
put if at «he disposal of the 


people's struggles for 
liberation in Namibia and 
South Africa

POLICE BARRACKS--Expansion projects worth $750 000 aimed at increasing accommoda- 
tion facilities at the Zimbabwe Republic Police's Mcrris and Tomlinson Depots, 

are currently being supervised by Anderson and Anderson Architects. Mr Maurice 
Munro, Salisbury office manager for Anderson and Anderson said that the work at 
Morris Depot was worth about $500 000 and involved the supervision of the construc- 
tion of a four storey, 60 bed hostel for recruits with each room accommodating 15 
men. He said the work was being carried out by the Portuense Construction company 
for the Ministrv of Works and would consist of a re-inforced concrete frame and 
floor, and bric.#zork. The other building is a dormitory to accommodate 120 men, 
it is designed in two wings with a ground and two upper floors. The dormitory 
will have self contained ablution blocks and will be constructed from load bearing 
brick work. Each dormitory will house 20 men and will have built-in storage fa- 
cilities i» accommodate siding gear used by the recruits. The work at Tomlinson 
Depot is estimated to be worth about $250 000 and involves the construction of two 
standard barrack blocks by the GVR Construction Company. [Text] [Salisbury THE
